4. You will recall that the business of methodology in arriving 
at economic figures for the USSR was the subject of some rather out- 
rageously bad behavior on the part of several Board members during 
an earlier appearance that Ed Allen made before them. The eminent 
economist, Dr. Baker, was in full cry at the head of the pact4 ; I am 
fully confident that Ed and his people can sit down with Anderson in 
their native habitat and convince him of the validity of the method. 

I propose to sit through both briefings.
